AKTKJLE IV. 


The United States will, for the term 


of ten years from the day of the ex 
change of the ratification of the presen 
treaty admit Spanish ships and merchan 
diae to the ports of the Philippine island 
on the same terms as ships and merchan 
dise ol the United States. 


ARTICLE V. 


The United States will, upon the Big 


nature of tbe present treaty, send back 
10 Spain at its own cost, the Spanish sol 
diers taken as prisoners of war on th 
capture of Manila by the American 
forces. The arms of the soldiers in ques 
tion shall be restored to them. 


Spain will, upon the exchange of th 


ratifications of the present treaty, pto 
ceed to evacuate the Philippines as wel 
a» the Island of Guatfl, on terms simila 
to those agieed upon by the Uornmis 
sioners appointed to arrange for th 
evacuation ot Porto Itico and other is 
lands in tbe West Indies under the pro 
locol of August 12,1898, which is tocou 
tmue in force till its provisions are coin 
pletely executed. 


The time within which theVvacuation 


of the Philippine Islands and Guam shal 
be fixed by the two governments. Stand 
of colors, uucaptuted war vessels, stual 
arma, guns of all calibre with their car 
tridges and accessories, powder, ammu 
nition, live stock and material and sup- 
plies of all kinds belonging to the land 
and naval forces ot Spam in the Philip 
pines and G-uam remain the property 
ot Spam. 
Pieces of heavy ordnance 


exclusive of Held artillery iu thefoitiflca 
ttons and coast defenses, shall remain in 
their emplacements for the term of six 
months to he reckoned from the ex 
change of ratifications of the treaty ; and 
the United States may, in the meantime 
purchase such material from Spain if a 
satisfactory agreement between the two 
govetnments on the subject shall be 
reached. 
ARTICLE VI. 


Spam will, upon the signature of the 


present treaty, release prisoners of war 
and all persons detained or imprisoned 
for political offenses in connection with 
the insurrections in Cuba and the Philip 
pines, and the war with the United 
States. 


Reciprocally the United States 


release all peisons made prisoners of war 
by the American forces and will under 
take to obtain the release of all Spanish 
prisoners in the hands of the insurgents 
in Cuba and the Philippines. 


The government of the United States 


will at its own cost return to Spain and 
tbe government of Spain will at its own 
cost return to the United States, Cuba 
Porto Uico and the Philippines, accord- 
ing to tbe situation of their respective 
homes, piisoners released or caused to be 
released by them, respectively under this 
article. 
ARTICLE VII. 


The United States and Spain mutually 


relinquish all claims for indemnity, na- 
tional and individual or every kind of 
either government or of its citizens or 
subjects, against the other govemment, 
hat may have arisen since the beginning 
of the late insurrection in Cuba and prior 
to tho exchange of ratification of the 
present treaty, including all claims for 
ndemnity for the coat of the war. 


The United States will adjudicate and 


settle the claims of its citizens against 
pain relinquished in this article. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


In conformity with the provisions of 


articles I, II and III of this treaty, 
Spain relinquishes in Cuba, and cedes in 
'orto Rico and other islands in tbe West 
ndies, in the Island of Guam and in the 
'hilippine Archipelago all the buildings, 
wharves 
barracks, forta, structures, 


lubhc highways and other •'mmovable 
iroperty which in conformity with law 
belong to the public domain and as such 
belong to the crown of Spain. 


Aud it is heieby declared'that the re- 


inquisbment or cession, as the case may 
be, to which the preceding paragraph re- 
ers, cannot in any respect impair the 
iroperty or rights-which bylaw belong 
o the peaceful possession of property of 
11 kinds, of provijces, municipalities, 
jublic or private establishments, ecelesi- 
stical or civic bodies or any other asso- 
tations as have legal capacity to acquire 
nd possess property in the aforesaid ter- 
itoriea renounced or ceded or of private 
ndividualsof whatever nationality such 
ndividuals may be. 


Tbe aforesaid relinquiahment or ces- 


ion, as tbe case may be, includes all 
.ocuments exclusively referring to the 
overeignty relinquished or ceded that 
may exist in the archives of the penin- 
sula. Where any document in such ar- 
chives only in part relates to said sover- 
eignty a copy of such part will be fur- 
nished whenever it shall be requested. 
Like rules shall be reciprocally observed 
iu tavorof Spain inreapectof documents 
in the archives of the islands above re- 
ferred to. 


In the aforesaid relinqaishmentor ces- 


sion, as tbe case may be, are alao in- 
cluded such rights as the crown of Spain 
and its authorities possess in respect of 
tbe official archives and records, execu- 
tive as well as judicial, in the islands 
above referred to, which relate to said 
islands or tbe rights and property of their 
inhabitants. Such archives and records 


shall be carefully preserved, and private 
persons shall, without distinction, Lave 
the right to require in accordance with 
law, authenticated copies of tbe COD 
tracts, wills and other instruments form 
ing part of notarial protocols or flies o 
which may be contained iu tbe executive 
or judicial archives, be the latter in Spain 
or in the islands aforesaid. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Spanish subjects, natives of the penin 


sula, residing in the territory over which 
Spain, by the present treaty relinquishes 
or cedes her sovereignty, may remain in 
such territory or may remove therefrom 
retaining in either event all their nghti 
o£ property, including the right to sell o: 
dispose of sucb property or its proceeds 
and they shall also have the right to car 
ry ou their industry, commerce and 
professions, being subject in respec 
thereof to such laws as are applicable to 
other foreigners. In case they remaii 
in the territory they may preserve then 
allegiance to the Crown ot Spain bj 
making before a court of record within 
a year, from the date of the exchange o 
the ratifications of this treaty, a declara 
tion of their decision to preserve such al 
legiance^, in detnult of which declaration 
they shall be held to have renounced t 
and to have adopted the nationality o 
the territory in which they may reside 


The civil rights and political status o 


the native inhabitants of the territorie 
hereby ceded to the United States shal 
be determined by the congress. 


ARTICLE X. 


The inhabitants of the territories ov^i 


which Spain relinquishes or cedes he: 
soveteignty shall be secured in the frei 
exercise of their religion. 


ARTICLE XL. 


The Spaniards residing in the terri 


tories over which Spain by this treaty 
cedes or relinquishes her sovereignty 
shall be subject in matters civil as wel 
as criminal to the jurisdiction of th 
courts of the country wherein they re 
side, pursuant to the ordinary laws gov 
erning the same, and they shall have th 
right to appear before such courts anc 
to pursue the same course as citizens o 
the country to which the courts belong 


ARTICLE XII. 


Judicial proceedings pending at the 


lime of the exchange of the ratification 
of this treaty in the territories over 
which Spain relinquishes or cedes her 
sovereignty shall be determined accord 
ing to the following rules : 


First—Judgments rendered either in 


civil suits between private individuals or 
iu criminal matters before the date men 
tioned and with respect to which theta 
is no recourse or right of revenue under 
the Spanish law, shall be deemed to hi 
final, and shall be executed in due form 
by competent authority in the territory 
within which such judgments should bi 
carried out. 


Second—Civil suits between private 


individuals, which may on the date 
mentioned be undetermined, shall 
b< 


prosecuted to judgment before the couri 
in 'which they may then be pending or 
in the court that may be substituted 
therefor. 


Third—Criminal actions pending on 


the date mentioned before the Supreme 
Court of Spain against citizens of the 
territory, which, by this treaty, ceases 
to be Spanish, shall continue under its 
jurisdiction until final judgment; but 
such judgment having been rendered 
the execution thereof shall be cotnmittet 
to the competent authority of the place 
in which the case arose. 


ARTICLE Xtll. 


The rights of property secured by 


copyrights and patents acquired by Span- 
iards in the Island de Cuba, and in Porto 
Rico, the Philippines and other ceded 
territories, at the time of the exchange 
of the ratifications of this treaty shal 
continue to be respected. Spanish scien- 
tific, literary and artistic woiks, not sub- 
versive of public order in the territories 
in question, shall continue to be admitted 
free of duty into such territories for the 
period of ten years, to be reckoned ftom 
the day o£ the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of this treaty. 


ARTICLE XIV. ' 


Spain will have the power to establish 


consular offices in tbe ports and places of 
the territories, the sovereignly over 
which has been either relinquished or 
ceded by Ihe present treaty. 


ARTICLE XV. 


The government of- each country will, 


for the term of ten years, accord to the 
merchant vessels of tbe other country 
the same treatment in respect of all port 
charges,including entrance and clearance 
dues, lightdues and tonnage duties, as it 
accords to its own merchant vessels not 
engaged in the coastwise trade. 


This article may at any time be ter- 


minated on six months' notice given by 
either government to the other. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


It is understood that any obligations 


assumed in tbjs treaty by the United 
States with respect to Cuba are limited 
to the time of its occupancy thereof; but 
t will , upon the termination.of such oc- 
cupancy, advise any government estab- 
.ished in the island to assume the same 
irrigations. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


The present treaty shall be ratified by 


the Piesident of the United States, by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Seriate thereof, and by her Majesty the 
Queen Regent of Spain; and the ratifi- 
cations shall be exchanged at Washing- 
ton within six months from the date 
wreof, or earlier if possible. 
In fcith whereof, we, the respective 
tenlpotentiaries, have signed this trea ty 
ind have hereunto affixed our seals.

able degree of accuracy, considering th 
secrecy which was supposed to overhani 
the proceedings. 
/ There is also included all the corres 
pondence that passed between the French 
Embassy here and the Department o 
State which led up to the signature o 
the protocol; but the interesting feature 
namely, the eff jrt of the SpAaisb Minis 
terof Foieign Affairs to withdraw the 
sovereignty of the Philippines from 
question, haa already been published un 
officially.

MEHRITI'S STATEMENT.

He described Aguinaldo's character and 
said much tact would be required in 
dealing with Aguitialdo. In his opinion 
that chieftain did not command the 
support of a large body of Filipinos.

Uniier the law enacted by Congress 


some thirty jears ago the Legislature 
will vote fora "United States Senator 
to-day in the respective houses, and 
there can be no election unless some one 
candidate shall receive a majority in 
each branch. Senator Quay will doubt- 
less receive a majority in the Senate but 
will fall largely abort of a majority iu 
the House, so that there will be no elec- 
tion, and the joint convention of the two 
hocses must meet every secular day 
hereafter and vote at least one ballot for 
United States Senator until a choice 
shall be effected. 


It ia clearly foreshadowed that there 


will be a deadlock in the Senatorial con- 
test, and the only question is as to its 
endurance. On the first ballot Senator 
Quay will receive from 100 to 114 votes; 
Mr. Jenks will receive 87 votes if all 
the Democrats are present, and there 
will be 50 odd votea scattered among the 
half dozen or more Republican candi- 
dates by the Independents who are ar- 
rayed in hostility to Senator Quay. 


The Democrats will hold the balance 


of power between the two Republican 
factions, but it is evident that it is the 
purpose of the Democratic leaders to 
bold their lines and vote for their own 
candidate for aome days and probably 
indefinitely.

For tbe lowered tone of the army arid 


the scandals connected with the conduct 
of the war, which tnak« every self-re- 
specting American hang bis head with 
shame, it is becoming mure painfully ap- 
parent every day that the chief respon- 
sibility lies at the door of the comm&nder- 
in-chiet and his Secretary of War.

fact, the first, step in the demoraliza- 
tion of the army was taken when Presi- 
dent McKtnley placed Gen Russell A. 
Alger in charge of the War Depart- 
ment, 
Neither the new appointee's 


military record during the civil war nor 
his record as a politician and aspirant for 
the presidency were such as to commend 
him or fit him for the position. But it 
was understood Mr. McKiuley was 
under very heavy obligations to Mr 
Alger. as he was to Mark Hauna. To 
these two men, more than any and all 
others besides, Mr. Mi Kinley was sup- 
posed to be indebted for bis nomination 
at St Liuis 
The secretar>shipTjf war 


was uuderstood to be as distinctly Mr 
Alger's reward for services rendered aa 
the Ohio seuatorship was the reward ot 
Mr. Hanna 


If revenge, upon the army, especially 


upon the regulars, and upon West Puin% 
for any real or fancied grievances had 
been Mr. Alger's motive for seeking this 
particular cabinet position, it is conceded 
that be could not have laid bis plans 
more adroitly. 
With the outbreak of 


the war against Spain Mr. Alger's op- 
portunity came. How he has improved 
it the history of the scandals that have 
attended his administration will tell. It 
is impossible, however, to say that the 
blame is all General Alger's. The re- 
sponsibility must be shared, by the 
President who appointed him, and, iu 
spite of repeated exposure, public dis- 
satisfaction and indignation, has kep' 
him in his positiou. The connection be- 
tween the war aud the opportunities it 
afforded for contiolliug the next Re- 
publican nomination for the presidency 
was too obvious to escape the attention 
of such a shrewd politician as the Presi- 
dent. Army appointments were lavishly 
bestowed in recognition of the "claims" 
of those who had a ''pull" and could 
influence or "set up" a delegation to the 
next national convention.

Delay For Army Bill. 


Washington, Jan. '11.—The fate of the 


army reorganization bill causes grave ap- 
prehension in Congressional circles, and 
also at the War Department and at the 
Executive Mansion. 
If Congress should 


adjourn without legislation on the reor- 
ganization of the army an extra session of 
the Congress would be necessary for that 
purpose. The fact is not generally under- 
stood nor appreciated that upon the ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty the war with 
Spain actually and technically ceases. Un- 
der existing law as soon as peace shall 
have been concluded it will be necessary 
to muster out the volunteers. In other 
words, our standing army must then be re- 
duced to its ante-bellum number of 25,000 
officers and men. 
Inasmuch as we need 


that number in the Philippines alone our 
contracted army could not do duty in our 
original borders, in Cuba or Porto Eico. 


It is absolutely necessary under existing 


conditions that the army should be reor- 
ganized under a basis of 100,000 maximum 
strength. Failure of the present Congress 
to act on this proposition will necessitate 
an extra session of Congress regaidiese of 
other matters of national and international 
importance. 
Only fifty-two days remain 


of the present Congress, and the Sundays 
must be subtracted, leaving only foity-Iive 
working days, or but little over six weeka. 


It will be at least two weeks before 


Chairman Hull, of the committee on mili- 
tary affairs, can go to the Capitol and call 
up ihe bill. 
That will leave but four 


weeks of actual working days. The Hull 
bill w 11 be before the committee of the 
whole for at least one week and will be 
amended in so many particular cases that 
its original character will be destroyed. 
Then it will go to the Senate, where a Piib- 
fltitute bill will be passed, and but one 
week or ten days will be left for the com- 
pletion of the bill in conference. 
The 


radical differences between the Senate and 
Houee are practically irreconcilable. 
It 


does not seem likely that this important 
measure can be passed (luring the present 
session of the Congress. 


Honor to Gen. Boynton. 


The citizens of Chattanooga are about 


to signalize handsomely their appreciation 
of what Gen. Boynton has done for their 
town and incidentally for themgt Ives. It 
was tbe General who led and advocated 
the movement to make the Cbickamauga 
and Missionary Ridge battlefields great 
national parks, and when these were made 
tbe mobilizing camps for the volunteers 
against Spain, a golden tide of business 
poured over Chattanooga and its environs.

the main to General Boyoton, and a com- 
mittee appointed by them, consisting of 
ex-Confederate and ex-Federal officers, 
decided that a testimonial sword and bell 
should be the token of their gratitude. 
They voted $1,000 for it. The Pettibones, 
of Cincinnati, received the order to make 
the best. The beautifnl weapon, now 
complete, is a splendid specimen ol the 
swordmaker's art. It is of pure meta' 
with precious stones at appropriate places. 
The "grip" is a statuetteof Minerva, from 
whose outstretched 
hand depends an 


American flag, everyone of its thirteen 
stars being a glittering . diamond. The 
guard displays views in relief of Chatta- 
nooga and Lookout mountain, all of ex- 
quiaite design and workmanship. The 
scabbard, which is of burnished gold, is 
elaborately and beautifully ornamented 
with engraved scenes from around Chatta- 
nooga. 


Upon the foot mount has been perpetu- 


ated a part of the personal history of Gen. 
Boynton, for many years correspondent oi 
the Cincinnati Gazette. This fact is here 
portrayed by a gold pen and scroll bearing 
the name "Gazette." Upon tbe reverse 
side of these mounts are found the inscrip- 
tion, legends of representation, etc., all of 
which are carved m the basrelief letters 
of the Eqman style. 


The blade is the finest Toledo steel, in. 


laid with pure gold, having on the surface 
emblamat.ic military designs. 


Upon the panel on the blade on one side 


is the legend "Henry Van Ness Boynton," 
and upon the reverse panel "Chattanooga, 
1888." 


The belt is Russian leather, embroidered 


in gold. 


The work on the sword was done entire- 


ly by hand, none of the designs or patterns 
ever having been used before and being 
prepared for this express purpose. 


It was the design of the committee to se- 


cure a model of art in metal work rather 
thau an investment in a few valuable pre- 
cious stones. That its desires have been 
fully met will be conceded at once upon 
seeing this handsome testimonial to our 
former fellow-citizen.

A Scandal in tlie Army. 


There are bills before Congress to reor- 


ganize tbe army, and those who have read 
the testimony of officers before tbe army 
investigating committee and the inter- 
views, speeches and letters of army and | 
naval officers have no doubt that both tbe 
army and navy ought to be reorganized, ' 
with a number of army and navy officers 
reorganized to private life or to prison. 
The jealousies, controversies and bicker- 
ings are a disgrace to the United States, 
and strict discipline should b9 enforced'by 
more .stringent rules, says the Westmins- 
ter Advocate. 


The worst exhibition of bad temper, 


want of discipline and respect to a brother 
officer was given on Thursday by Commis- 
sary-General Eagan, before the army in- 
vestigating committee. 
General Miles, 


chief of the army, had previously testified 
that much of the beef furnished the army 
was unfit for use, and a large quantity had 
been dumped in the sea at San Jnnn, ns 
unfit for use 
It is said the beef was em- 


balmed and that the Commisaarv-General 
had tried it as an experiment. General 
Eagan denied Miles' every statement, and 
denounced him as a liar all through his 
testimony. He said that Miles deserves to 
be known in America and Europe, where 
hia statements have been published, as 
the "colossal, prodigious liar of the nine- 
teenth century.1' Here ia an extract of 
his testimony, which is similar to the 
whole, in form of expression : 


"If and when General Miles charges that 


it (tbe meat) was furuished as a 'pretense 
of experiment,' be lies in his thtoat, be 
lies in hia heart, he lies in every hair on 
his head and every pore of his body—he 
lies 
wilfully, deliberately, intentionally 


and maliciously. If his statement is true 
that this was furnished under 'pretense of 
an experiment,' then Ishould be drummed 
out ol the army and incarcerated in state's 
prison. If this statement is false, as I as- 
sert it to be, then be should be drummed 
out of the service and incarcerated in prison 
with other libelers. 


"Hia statement is a scandalous libel, re- 


flecting upon the honor of every oflicer in 
the department who haa contracted for or 
purchased this meat and especially -and 
particularly on the commissary general— 
myself. In denouncing General Miles aa 


liar when he makes this statement, I 


wish to make it as emphatic and as coarse 
as the statement itself. I wish to force the 
lie hack iu hia throat covered with the 
contents of a camp lat-'ne."

Tlie Hand of Deatli. 


Hon. Wm. McSherry, of Germany town- 


ship, near Littlestown, this county, passed 
peacefully to rest last Tuesday morning, 
aged 77 years, S months and 28 days. 
Thus one of the best known and most 
highly respected of our county's citizens 
passed to the beyond. 
The cause oi his 


death waa heart disease following an at- 
tack of grippe. 


Mr. McSherry 
was descended 
from 


Patrick and Catharine McSherry, who lo- 
cated near Littlestown about 150 years 
ago. On July 29, 1778, there was born to 
them a son, James, who became distin- 
guished in the history of. Adams county. 
He married a Misa Sappington, and from 
this union were born Jatnes, Jr., a distin- 
guished lawyer and author, and William, 
the subject of this sketch, who waa born 
in Littleetown, April 14th, 1821. At 13 
years of age he entered Mount St. Mary's 
College, Emmitsburg, and was graduated 
from there in 1840. He read law with bis 
consin, Gen. James M. Cole, of Frederick, 
Md.. and waa admitted to the Bar in 1842. 
The sauie year he returned to Gettysburg 
and began there the practice of law. May 
Sth., 1843, he formed a law partnership 
with Hon. James Cooper, who became U. 
S. Senator from Penna. He was elected 
a member of the House of Representatives 
from Adams comity in 1847-9 and 1850 
and was elected to the State Senate in 1S6: 
and 1871. 
For many years before his 


death he lived retired, having long ago 
given up the active practice of law. 


He waa the first President of the Littles- 


town Railroad and received the first train 
which entered Adams county, on Sept. 10, 
] 857. In 1867 he was appointed Assessor 
of Internal Eevenue for the Kith Penna. 
district. For liall a centurv he was a 
prominent director of the Gettysburg Na- 
tional Bank, relinquishing this trust some 
years ago to his son, Wm. McSherry, Jr., 
Esq., the well known member of the Bar 
of this place. To the time of his death he 
was a director of the Gettysburg and Peters- 
burg Turnpike Company. 
.Tpne 27, 1877, 


hia Alma Mater, Mt. St. Mary's, conferred 
upon him the honorary title of LL.D. 


When the Littlestown Savings Institu- 


tion was in its recent financial trouble Mr. 
McSherry accepted a position as director, 
and when his connection with the Bank 
as such became known confidence wag at 
once restored. 


In accordance with his request the 
fun- 


eral services, on Thui^day last, in St. 
Aloysiua Catholic church, Littlestown, 
were simple and impressive. Rev. Father 
H»ary Christ, of this place, celebrated 
High Mass of Requiem, his Pastor, Very 
Eev. T. J. Grotty, being indisposed. 


It was Mr. McSherry's request that no 


sermon should be preached over his mor- 
tal remains. 
V. Eev. T. J. Crotty per- 


formed the absolution of the body and 
stated the dying request of this venerable 
and humble Christian, namely : No flowers, 
no display, a simple and quiet funeral ; 
pardon asked from all whom he had of- 
fended ; forgiveness to all who had offend- 
ed him ; prayers for the rest of his soul. 


Rev. Fathers Hangh, of Conowago ; 


Elemler, of McSherryatowu, and Martin, 
of Bonneauville, were present in the sanc- 
tuary. The interment took place in St. 
Aloysiua Cemetery, near Littlestown. 


The funeral was largely attended by his 


neighbors and friends of the immediate 
locality, friends being present also from 
Gettysburg, Frederick and other places. 


The bearers were Messrs. Levi Fink, 


David Bowera, Harry Buddy, Edward 
Staley, AVm. Weaver and John A. Shorb, 
the first four being tenants on his four 
farms and serving by his special n quest. 


Mr McSherry enjoyed an extensive ac- 


quaintance throughout the entire state and 
the neighboring state of Maryland, and 
was particularly well known throughout 
this, his native county. He was noted in 
hia community for his friendly and chari- 
table disposition to all, and many of his 
friends and acquaintam ?s wiil recall with 
pleasure the generous . ospitality of his 
borne. 


John F. Currens, an aged and respected 


citizen of Cumberland township, died at 


home on Thursday, after a protracted 


illness, aged 72 years, 4 months and 1 day. 
His remains were interted in Evergreen 
Cemetery on Sunday, Eev. W. S. Van- 
Cleve officiating. 
The bearers were Win. 


Bigham, Christian Frey, G. W. Scott and 
Emanuel Plank. 


Jesse Howard Houck died on Friday at 


his home in York Springs, from grippe. 
He was born April 1st, 1844, in what was 
then Menallen township, now Butler.

Farming Requires Study. 


It is apparent to tboae who have fol- 


loned the trend of the discussion at the 
recent winter meetings of boards of ag- 
riculture and dairy associations that 
there h<is been more prominence given 
to the necessity of a thorough agricul- 
tural education m order to succeed npon 
the farm than hd=) ever before prevailed 
at these githenngs 
Much comment 


has been made, says Mirror and Farmer, 
in regard to the deterioration of the soil 
and the decadence of the rural popula- 
tion, which is doubtless true in many in- 
stances, and the fundamental principle 
in the rehabilitation of both is the pro- 
motion of knowledge upon agricultural 
matters 
Other things may offer en- 


couragement and afford temporary re- 
lief, but Ibis is the cornerstone upon 
which permanent relief will be found 
This education may be obtained through 
various channels and along various lines 
It is not absolutely necessary that a 
course te taken m an agricultural col- 
lege, desuable as that may be , but it is 
n»-cesaarv that the education imparted in 
such institutions be the basis of the edu- 
cation obtained 
The introduction of 


the study of agriculture in rural schools, 
which is drawing nearer every year, and 
which has already been done in other 
countries, furniahes one of the means of 
securing tbis end. Ibis education may 
not tell the boy or girl how to grow corn 
or mate butter, but it will develop in 
the expanding mind an interest in such 
matters and make it easier in latar years 
to fix the mind and interest upon such 
mutters 
The farmers" institute, if well 


arranged and conducted, 13 one of the 
most practical means of imparting in- 
formation and this method is annually 
iLcreasmg m favor 
Experiment station 


bulletins, agricultural papers and grange 
meetings are all in the same line and 
furnish material assistance. But under 
neath all these agencies there must be a 
ruling force, and that is a desire on the 
part ot farmers to make them available 
and a due appreciation of their value 
We have SUOIIR liking for the good old- 
fastnoned ways of our ancestors in many 
things 
Their economical mode of living 


and their tLrift and industry appeal to 
us with gieat favor 
We believe their 


mode ot living brought to them more 
comfort and happiness than is secured by 
tbe much more expensive course gener- 
ally practiced among farmers at the pres- 
ent time, but it is the course adopted by 
all classes of people and it would be diffi 
cult for farmers to fall behind in this 
matter of expense 
We are all in the 


procession and it has affected private ex- 
penses quite as much as public affairs 
In order to do this upon the farm with 
any degree ot consistency there must be 
a coirespondmg change m the manage 
ment ol tue farm, which calls for the use 
of mtteh.nery, intelligent application of 
cbeniical and other manures and tbe pro- 
duct on of crops adapted to the soil and 
marl et 
All this requires a bettei agu- 


cultural education There are numerous 
lines HI which this education is applicable 
and necessary, but perhaps tlie most im- 
portant on account of its more general 
application than any other 13 m the mat- 
ter of increasing soil fertility 
The meth- 


ods ot doing this are so numeiousand 
vary so much HI their cost and availabil 
itj that it becomes an intricate problem 
to solve and can only be solved by intel- 
ligent study of the question 
The grow- 


ing ot leguminous crops and the purchase 
of plant food in its most available and 
economical 'onus are very prominent m 
tbe consideration ot this mattor 
The 


collection ol nitrogen from the atmos- 
phere by me ins of these crops and the 
purchase of chemical fertilizers in their 
simple loruis have coine into the business 
of farming at a time when some lelief 
seemed to be imperatively deuundttd, 
and afford an apt Jluslrttion of the fact 
that changed conditions aie always ab 
tended by chauged oppoitunities to meet 
the new conditions
